ADMISSION PROCEDURE 

Any high school graduate or any recipient 
of a GED certificate is eligible to attend 
Shelton State Community College. 

An applicant who has never attended col¬ 
lege must fill out an application form and 
must have a high school transcript or a GED 
certificate and scores sent to the Admis¬ 
sions Office of Shelton State. 

Once the application has been filed and 
application fee (S5.00 non-refundable) 
received, a student is officially admitted and 
needs only to register for classes. 

For both new students and transfer 
students, transcripts must be received by 
midterm or course work will be converted to 
non-credit.
